The threat, made during a recess, 
was brought to the attention of the

witnesses. 
Forbes and his counsel, 
Jam es S. Easby Smith, denied any re­ 
sponsibility for the incident. 
When direct examination of Forbes 
was concluded, he was turned over 
to Major General John F. Ryan, coun­ 
sel for the committee, for croas-ex- 
amlnatlon. 
Forbes in hie testimony gave the 
lie specifically to Brigadier General 
Charles E. Sawyer, physician to the 
late President 
Harding; 
Mortimer 
and Jam es M. Williams of Philadel­ 
phia, his chief accusers. 
Every ac­ 
cusation m ade against him by Morti­ 
mer In his sensational testimony the 
second day of the hearing, was taken 
up in detail and branded as false. 
Mortimer, 
W illiams 
and 
others 
were charged by Forbes with conspir­ 
ing to bring about his destruction. 
He proposed to present proof to the 
committee that they had given per­ 
jured testimony. The committee ask­ 
ed to have it presented later. 
When Forbes had entered a gen­ 
eral denial of General Sawyer’s testi­ 
mony it was suggested that perhaps 
General Sawyer had been m istaken. 
Forbes quickly retorted, “M istaken? 
No, he’s not mistaken. 
He just told 
a lie.” 
Forbes denied specifically th at he 
received $5,009 from Mortimer in Chi­ 
cago, or $1,000 or $1,500 in W ashing­ 
ton, or that Mortimer bad paid any of 
his expenses on the trip they took 
to the Pacific coast together in the 
summer of 1922.
